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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The school board herewith submit their annual report. 
Another year with its privileges improved, or its oppor- 
tunities wasted and lost, has just closed and is added to 
the list of the past. The school board was able to make 
arrangements with Gilsum to have the pupils in District 
No. 5 attend school in that town, so we have had only 
four schools in session for the past year. We feel that our 
schools compare with years that have passed, still the 
best results have as yet not been attained. In some of 
the schools we noticed too much readiness on the part of 
the teachers to assist the scholars in their recitations, 
which we hope and trust will be done away with. Let 
the scholar be taught to rely upon himself or herself in 
reciting, and they will be very much more likely to re- 
member the lesson. (We speak of this not in a spirit of 
criticism but as worthy of thought.) 

Our children want to be taught to think; to think for 
themselves ; cultivate a spirit of independence. Let us 
teach our children good morals, purity of thought and 
speech, honesty, truthfulness and all things necessary for 
good citizenship, and we shall be doing a lasting benefit 
to the rising generation, and our schools will accomplish 
greater results then heretofore. Parents, how we wish 
our register contained more of your names as_ visitors. 
You must frequent the schoolroom if your children are to 
receive the greatest benefits. You will be welcomed by the 
teacher. Do not wait for the last day, when the work is 
done, but go in any time and see them at their daily 
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duties. A hearty co-operation of the parents and teacher 
is indispensable. We say as we have said before, sup- 
port your teacher, give them an encouraging word. Never 
in the presence of your children criticise them. A poor 
school will not be bettered while a good one may be much 
injured by unpleasantness in the district. In conclusion, 
we would thank all who have assisted in school work the 
past year.
